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Thprefofle, Applicant's Attorney agreed to consider amending paragraph b) of claim 10 to reflect 
thfijt the Nucleotide sequence of each nucleic acid of the second plurality is known. In addition, 
the Exar liner requested that Applicant clarify what "sequences' 7 are being referred to throughout 
claim 1 q. Applicant's Attorney agreed that the term "nucleotide" should be inserted before each 
octfurrerilce of the term "sequence."
